ERRITORIAL PRISON 
TO STAY IN YUMA, 


APPROPRIATION PROVIDED TO IM- 
PROVE OLD STRUCTURE. 


Delegate Wilson Has No Hope for 
Passage of Resolution Extending the 
Present Legislative Twins—No Bounty 
Placed on Birth of Quartettes. 


[BY DIRECT WIRF TO THE TIMES.) | 
PHOENIX (Ariz.,.) Feb. 18.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} The territorial prison 
will stay in Yuma. This was deter- 
mined today by the passage through 
both houses of a bill granting a two- 
year tax that will give an income of 
$26,000 to be applied to the improve- 
ment of the present structure. As ob- 
jection hed been made to the fact that 
some of the prison buildings are out- 
side Territorial property, the city au- 
thorities of Yuma proferred all the ad- 
ground that will be needed. 
It is probable a special tax levy will 
be made hereafter for the support of 
the prison, which has been maintained 
from the general fund heretofore. 
Another appropriation bill practi- 
cally through both houses is one grant- 
ing $2000 to the Arizona Historica! So- 


 clety, for the compilation of Territorial 


records. An issue of $25,000 in 5 per 
cent bonds was authorized, to give the 


funiversity of Tucson needed buildings 


for the library and administrative de- 
partment. The Normal School at 
Tempe is to have a $13,000 dormitory, 
with a regular 5-cent tax levy for the 
support of the school. To the North- 
ern Normal et Flagstaff the Assembly 
has voted a 2%-cent maintenance tax. 
For the maintenance and complete 
furnishing of the new Capitol a two- 
year tax levy aggregating $26,000 was 
made. The act passed by the council 
grenting tax exemption to new rall- 
roads for fifteen years after comple- 
tion was amended in the House to 
read ten years. 

Delegate in Congress Wilson has ad- 
vised the presiding officers of the two 
legislative bodies that he has intro- 
duced the resolution sought, extending 
the legislative term this year to three 
months, that time may be had for the 
consideration of the code, but that he 
had no hope of pass:ng it.

BURST PRECEDED WRECK. 
Survivors of Disaster Near Mills City, 
Nev., Tell of the Terrible Crash—In- 
jureé Taken to San Francisco—Traffic

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—Speak- 
ing of the oe wreck near Mills City, 
Nev., yesterday, George F. Richard- 
son. moster of transportation cf the 
Southern Pacific, said: “The accident 
happened jurt two miles east of Mills 
City and twelve miles east of Hum- 
boldt. Shortly “before the limited 
reached the scene there was a tre- 
mendous cloudburst. Never before in 
the history of the Central Pacific had 
there been such a downpour in that 
section of *he country.” 
Mail Clerk Schuyler, one of the in- 
jured, eald: “The track was straight 
and level. When the crash came our 
car took a flying leap into the air. The 
instant before it struck terra firma 
across the chasm seemed like a cen- 
tury.”

OIL MUST BE MARKED. 


SUBSTITUTE FOR TEST BILL. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The substitute bill for that 
introduced by Senator Currier, pro- 
viding for a high flash test of illumi- 
nating oils, against which there Was 
much opposition from oll producers 
throughout the State, was introduced 
in the Assembly today by the Commit- 
tee on Mines and Mining. The other 
bill was at once withdrawn and the 
subsitute given its place on the file. 
The bill is of interest to all who have 
to do with the sale or refining of oil. 
The text of the new bill follows: 

“The products of crude oil or petro- 
leum that are to be used for illuminat- 
ing or fuel purposes may only be of- 
fered for sale under the following reg- 
ulations and restrictions, viz: 

“Benzole, gasoline, naphtha and dis- 
tillate must be sold under their true 
names, respectively, and such name 
must be impressed or otherwise plainly 
shown upon the berrel, can or vessel 
in which the same is sold, offered or 
exposed for sale, respectively, or upon 
a label conspicuously and securely 
fastened thereto; and every barrel, can 
or vessel of kerosene or coa! oll that 
is sold, offered or exposed for sale, 
shall be in like manner plainly marked 
or labeled with the word ‘kerosene’ or 
‘coal oil,’ with the degree Fahrenheit 
below, which the same will not flash 
and the degree Fahrenheit of fire test. 

“No kerosene or coa) of] shall be 
sold, offered or exposed for sale which 
will not stand a fire test of 115 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The test by which the 
degree of flash or fire test shall be 
made is the open Tagliabue electric 
cup. Said label, impress or other mark 
hereinbefore required to be placed 
upon each barrel, can or vessel con- 
taining kerosene or coal oil, shall also 
specify the altitude or barometric 
pressure at which the guaranteed test 
has been made.” 

It is made a violation of the act to 
falsely mark or label such illuminating 
olls, and failure to correctly mark or 
label the vessels containing such oll 
is made a misdemeanor.

SHORT RAILWAYS. 


European Farming Districts Conncct- 
ing These With The Big Railroad 
Systems. 

{New York Tribune:] In Europe, 
where the popuation is’ a itte more 
dense than in America, there are many 
short railways in the farming dir- 
tricts, Which convey- produce to the big 
lines that traverse the region and com- 
municate with large centers of pepu- 
lation. These short roads are con- 
structed in an economical fashion. 
and the grading and ballasting are 
conducted in a cémparatively inexpen- 
sive fashion. The gauge of the track 
is often narrower than that of the 
trunk iline, and the cars smaller. The 
power is sometimes derived from 
steam, and sometimes is supplied by 
animals. This style of road is called a 
“light railway,” and its chief value is 
that it is so much smoother than an 
ordinary highway that several times 
as heavy a load can be hauled by the 
same amount of power. 

In this country there has been a 
good dea] of talk about light railways, 
but without much being done. One 
idea which has received a good deal of 
attention is that of laying guttered 
rails along the common roads. This is 
a rather different scheme from the 
foreign one, but it has its merits. Still 
another American proposition is_ the 
construction of trolley lines in the 
country for the farmers.’ Thus far 
these roads have been built almost ex- 
clusively for passenger traffic. But 
already to some extent they are being 


.employed to carry freight and mails. 
Dr. Louis Bell, a well known writer | 


on electrical affairs, contributes to the 
last number of “The Street Ratlway 
Journal” an article dealing with the 
future possibilities of electric trac- 
tion. Portions of it are devoted to 
city interests, but a part of it con- 
siders rural communities also. Jr. 
Bell insists that the light electric rail- 
way is capable of doing invaluable 
work in connecting town with village 
and village with village and in sup- 
Planting the laborious process of cart- 
ing agricultural prodtcts to the greater 
railroads.

Bids for the city printing were 
opened in the Council yesterday.

Joseph Brown wants to erect,a paper 
mill at the corner of Alhambra avenue 
and San Pablo street.

ty-five feet west of Echo Park Road. 
It can be uncovered on the north side 
of Temple street, and the water from 
the pond conveyed into it by a pipe 
permanently connected, and supplied 
with a gate for future use. The cost 
of this work will be about $25. The 
pond,at the southwest corrier of Lake 
Shore avenue and Temple street can 
best be drained by a pipe laid inside 
of the property line, and extending 
from the south end of the pond to the 
street gutter at the southwest corner 
of Lake Shore avenue and Cortez 
street. The pipe would be for tempor- 
ary use only, and can be removed and 
be available for use elsewhere when 
the lots now under water have been 
drained. The cost of the work will be 
about $51. The pond at the northwest 
corner of Lake Shore avenve and First 
street can be Grained by a pipe laid 
across Lake*Shore avenue and empty- 
ing inte the lake at the. northeast cor- 
ner. The cost will be about 830. 

In regard to the matter of storm 
water in general along Lake Shore av- 
enue, the City Engineer calls the at- 
tention of the Council to the fact that 
on January 2, 1900, his office called at- 
tention td the necessity of a storm 
drain to protect that avenue when com- 
pleted, Attention was again called to 
the matter on November 26, 1900. De- 
cember 13, 1900, the City Engineer was 
ordered to draw plans and specifica- 
tions, and make an estimate of the 
probable cost of such drain. That mat- 
ter is under consideration, but any 
storm drain planned, if built, will not 
now be available for protection this 


season. 

@Mrdinances of intention were passed

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Members of the State Board of 
Health are in Los Angeles and will 
tomorrow journey south to San Diego. 
They are on a tour of inspection of 
State institutions. Yesterday, after 
holding a brief session at the Van 
Nuys, where most of them are guests, 
they visited the Normal School here. 
The sanitary conditions there were 
found to be satisfactory, with the ex- 
ception of the boys’ closet on the 
second floor. It was condemned and 
will be repaired as soon as the present 
term ends. 

Highland will be visited today and 
the members will then visit the Nor- 
mal School and. quarantine station at 
San Diego. Sanitary conditions at 
Bakersfield will be looked iImto on the 
return trip north. The filiness there 
now is thought to be pneumonia, but 
the members of the board laugh at the 
report of bubonic plague. 

At the request of City Health Of- 
ficer Powers the board, with the con- 
sent of the Governor, will appoint a 
sanitary inspector to inspect all in- 
coming Southern Pacific trains from 
El Paso, Tex. There is already an in- 
spector for Santa Fé trains. 

The members of the board are: Presi- 
dent Dr. R. W. Hill of this city, Dr. 
D. Crowleyseof Oakland, Dr. Winslow

RAILROADS AND THE PEOPLE. 


The most important industrial de- 
velapment in the United States since 
the opening of the new century has 
been the greatly increased tendency 
toward an amalgamation of the great 
Niner of railroad. The Harriman syn- 
@icate, which recently seeured control 
of the Union Pacific, Central Pacific, 
Southern Pacific and other great lines 
of road, giving it eontro] of a route 
under one management from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific—and, indeed, from 
Hamburg to Hongkong—does not make 
the great railroad trust an actuality, 
but it brings that consummation much 
_ farther within the bgunds of probabil- 
ity. A special dispatch from San 
Francisco states that this syndicate 
proposes to prevent, if it can, the 
Dullding of the Salt Lake and Los An- 
geles Railroad, by combining with the 
Santa Fe people to buy out Senator 
‘Clarke and his associates, and thus 
kill all competition in that quarter. 
If we may judge from the statements 
of the people at the h of the Salt 
Lake proposition, such a deal is not 
iikely to be successful. Yet, ft should 
be remembered that the Union Pacific 
is now Go longer a possible outlet for 
a competing line. There are, however, 
others. 

Meantime, persistent rumors come 
from San Francisco and New York in 
regard to,a pending agreement between 
the rn Pacific and the Santa Fe 
compan for a division of territory 
and the mtenance of rates. These 
rumors are as persistently denied by 
the repr@entatives of tne last-named 
corporation. . 

Then there is the practical monop- 
olizing, by a Chicago firm, of the fruit- 
shipping business between California 
and the The scheme of uniting 
the frui siness and the car-line 
business In one and the same hanaa, 
against which the “outs” have hereto- 
fore been inveighffig so loudly, is about 
to be carried out by the member of the 
Armour combine into whose hands 
both of these enormous interests have 


missions for some of the common- 
wealths. 

The railroad companies would do 
well to remember that these consol- 
idations make the proposition for gov- 
ernment ownership of the roads much 
simpler than it would otherwise be. It 
is manifest that, with all the railroads 
of the country in the hands of one 
man, or of a dozen men, it would be 
much easier for the government to as- 
sume control of them than it would be 
were they owned by several hundred 
different companies. It is not sur- 
prising that such combinations have 
led to a notable revival of interest in 
the question of government ownership. 
People are naturally inclined to ask, 
if economy and good service can be 
advanced by placing all the roads in 
the hands of one company, why it is 
that still greater economy and yet bet- 
ter service might not be had were the 
roads in the hands of the government? 
Twelve billion dollars, which is about 
the valuation placed upon the railroads 
by the companies themselves, is a very 
large amount of money, but it is not 
beyond the means of Uncle Sam, who 
is able to borrow all the money he 
wants at less than 3 per cent. per an- 
num.’ Then it should be remembered 
that’ by a simple exchange of bonds, 
such a deal could bé engineered with- 
out the transfer of even the traditional 
30 cents in cash. 4 

Yet The Times does not advocate 
the government ownership of railroads, 
though the proposition is no new, 
strange or untried thing. Many coun- 


‘tries own the railroads, either in whole 


or in part, and the experience in many 
cases is claimed to have been quite 
favorable. Just now Switzerland is 
preparing to float a large loan for the 
purpose of acquiring such raflroads in 
that country as are not already under 
government control. 

One thing is certain. Should the 
American people once make up their 
minds that the public ownership of 
the rallroads is necessary or desfrable, 
they will not permit themselves to be 
indefinitely restrained from such ac- 
tion by the stock argument which in 
effect says we are 80 much less honest 
than the people of other nations that 
we cannot be trusted to handle such a 
large amount of valuable property as 


a public trust. 


Let the railroad companies remem-. 


er, also, that while the ownership of

now in session have primary election 
laws under consideration. California 
is one of these fourteen States. The 
object—or the ostensible object—of 
these proposed laws is to purify elec- 
tions, and to afford the people at large 
an opportunity to participate in the 
nomination of candidates for public 
office. Some of these measures are 
probably good, some bad, and some in- 
different. But the fact that they are 
pending in several of the State Legis- 
latures is a good indication as showing 
that public sentiment is aroused to a 
considerable extent to the many and 


serious evils of the system which pre- , 


vails in most of the States at the pres- 
ent time. 

Under the prevailing system, the po- 
litical “boss” finds it comparatively 
easy to carry out his schemes for de- 
bauching the ballot and perverting the 
will of the people. The processes by 
which caucuses and conventions are 
packed in the interest of this or that 
candidate or faction are too familiar to 
need recapitulation. There ts need for 
reform all along the line, and for a 
kind of reform which shall retire to 
the rear, permanently, the ward heel- 
ers, would-be bosses, and political 
vagabonds who are chiefly responsible 
for the corruption of politics and the 
degradation of our governmental sys- 
tem. Any law which will accomplish 
this result can hardly fail to be an im- 
provement over the laws under which 
existing abuses have grown up. 

It is to be hoped that the CAlifornia 
Legislature, at the present session, 
will give serious and practical consid- 
eration to the pending measures pro- 
viding for primary elections. No State, 
perhaps, has suffered more seriously 
than has ours from abuses of the sort 
which good laws providing for and 
regulating primary elections would go 
far to eradicate. Given a suitable and 
practical law providing for the partici- 
pation of the people in political nom- 
inations, through the primary, it will 
rest with the people themselves to cor- 
rect the evils from which we suffer, 
by placing in nomination only men of 
known ability and integrity. The peo- 
ple demand such a law, and they look 
to the Legislature to enact it.
